every specific project, the city would have more than enough 
opportunity to look out for the best interests of its residents. 
It’s a virtual certainty that the state will have something to say 
about the Housing Element, but the overwhelming desire was 
to move it along, hopefully get it approved, and continue with 
the General Plan. 


At Tuesday’s City Council meeting, the City Council re¬ 
ceived a report from Ed Cline of Willdan Associates, a Plan¬ 
ning/Engineering firm, addressing safety issues that the city 
had commissioned his firm to look in to. 

The first issue addressed was crosswalks. Of the 13 in the 
study area, two were considered redundant, and one not used, 
and it was recommended that they be removed. The redun¬ 
dant ones are located at North Hermosa, East comer, and 
South Hermosa, West corner, and the unused one is on 
Montecito, at Baldwin. Police Chief Joe Surgent noted that 
crosswalks can be a safety hazard, by providing a false sense 
of security. 

In what may be the most controversial finding, Cline rec¬ 
ommended changing the angled parking along Sierra Madre 
Boulevard from 45 to 30 degrees, which would effectively 
widen the street, and also provide better visibility. However, 
this would cost approximately 30 of the 107 parking places 
in existence. Mr. Cline noted that those losses are not neces¬ 
sarily critical, as the Mariposa lot is only being used at 26% 
of capacity. These two changes were the main focus of a com¬ 
prehensive, but, according to Councilman Hester, not particu¬ 
larly illuminating study. Hester felt that the report didn’t con¬ 
tain much new information, and that commissioning the study 
was a waste of time and money. 

Councilwoman MacGillivray, who said, as Council was 
unanimously directing staff to pass the report along to the 
Chamber of Commerce and set up a joint study session, “Let’s 
either implement or definitively reject these suggestions, and 
not go through this whole process again in four months. 

The City also approved the Housing Element without much 
ado. Councilmembers Adams and Cline, particularly, noted 
opposition to some of the objectives outlined, and expressed 
a desire to not give up to the state much of Sierra Madre’s au¬ 
tonomy. However, the Housing Element is not a policy docu¬ 
ment, and they noted that while the state insisted that some 
avenues must remain open, it’s a bit of a worst-case scenario, 
and that with the General Plan still to be adopted and Public 
Hearings and Environmental Impact Reports to be filed with

has, along with the policies 
and programs that will help 
achieve those goals. 

The Housing Element is a 
state-required element of the 
General Plan, and the only 
Element for which Sierra 
Madre was not granded an 
extension. It is partially retro¬ 
active, encompassing the pe¬ 
riod from 1989-1996. 

Resources include vacant 
and underutilized lots, as well 
as financial resources, such 
as Block Grant money and 
the 20% set-aside funds from 
Community Redevelopment 
tax increment financing. 
Constraints include the geog¬ 
raphy of the area, taking into 
account such things as pre¬ 
serving open space, protect¬ 
ing raw land, and even seis¬ 
mic safety. Economic and 
political constraints also ex¬ 
ist. ^ **<1

Housing Element is to pro¬ 
vide incentive to maintain the 
healthy balance between 
commercial, institutional, 
and residential land uses. 
Policies to facilitate this in¬ 
clude implementing a mixed- 
use zone which would be 
suitable for both commercial 
and residential uses, and pro¬ 
viding density bonuses and 
additional height for projects 
as an incentive for providing 
residential units. 

Density bonuses may also 
be provided to developers 
who agree to constuct 
projects with at least 20% of 
the units designed for low or 
fixed income families. 

A second goal is to pro¬ 
tect, preserve, and rehabili¬ 
tate the existing housing 
stock. Policies to support this 
include establishing a home 
rehabilitation program to al-

low homeowners and lower- 
income tenants to secure low 
interest loans in order to 
make home repairs and im¬ 
provements. Maintaining 
strict standards for condo 
conversions is another way to 
possibly preserve sound retail 
housing units. 

A complete copy of the 
Housing Element is available 
at City Hall. Briefly, the other 
goals of the Element include: 
1) Develop supply and de¬ 
mand side programs to en¬ 
sure housing affordability 
and availability for all in¬ 
come levels, giving special 
consideration to housing for 
senior citizens, the disabled, 
single parents, and first-time 
home buyers, and 2) Ensure 
that housing availability is 
addressed at the regional 
level. 

The Housing Element is 
conceptual in nature, and is 
not a policy document. It 
merely sets forth the thinking 
that will be consistent with 
the General Plan the city at¬ 
tempts to pass. Specific ordi¬ 
nances and projects must be 
passed on a case by case ba¬ 
sis. The Housing Element 
was approved Tuesday by the 
City Council, and will now be 
sent to the state to hopefully 
meet with their approval.

Former Mayor disputes 
direction of D>2000 project

D uring the city coun¬ 
cil meeting on 
Tuesday, October 
_J 24, a former Ar¬ 
cadia Mayor disputed the fo¬ 
cus and direction of the D- 
2000 project. 

Bob Harbicht, former 
Mayor, now owner of 
Harbicht Research, strongly 
opposed the appropriation of 
an additional $495,000 for 
consultant and engineer fees. 
Harbicht said. “The Down¬ 
town 2000 project is not go¬ 
ing to make a walk around 
shopping center for Arcadia.” 
He cited examples from 
nearby cities like Burbank 
who attempted and failed in 
turning their downtown into 


a walk-around shopping cen¬ 
ter. He added, “ Your (city 
council) direction is wrong, 
why are we swimming up¬ 
stream on this?” 

Harbicht agreed that revi¬ 
talization was needed but 
suggested that the money be 
spent on the renewing of the 
buildings, not the surround¬ 
ing walk-ways with palm 
trees and benches. 

The city council discussed 
the appropriation of funds 
and in the name of safety ap¬ 
proved the consent item to 
procure the necessary 
$495,000 to finish the street- 
scape project. Mayor Lozeski 
explained that the procure¬ 
ment of funds for the comple¬ 
tion of the project was solely 
based upon safety issues sur¬ 


rounding the completion of 
the storm drainage systems 
and causeways. 

In another matter, the 
council approved the autho¬ 
rizing of Southern California 
Gas Company to reimburse 
residents who had been 
overcharged. The exact 
amount of the over-billing 
is unclear, but city officials 
determined that in addition 
to compensation of gas 
costs, residents will also be 
refunded utility tax that 
was collected on over¬ 
charged accounts. 

City officials estimated 
that the City’s Utility Users 
Tax refund will amount to ap¬ 
proximately $23,000. 
SoCalGas has been ordered 
to offset the total refunds to 


residents through a one-time 
credit against current collec¬ 
tions. SoCalGas, by order of 
the City of Arcadia, will 
credit accounts in November. 

On another issue, Arcadia 
resident. Thomas Carr, 
LAPD Medal of Valor recipi¬ 
ent was awarded with a pre¬ 
sentation by Mayor Lojeski. 
Recently Carr, while on vaca¬ 
tion in Colorado, saved sev¬ 
eral people in a burning 
building in which he and his 
wife had been shopping. 
Braving smoke inhalation 
and flames. Officer Car reen¬ 
tered the building many 
times, saving several pec^le 
from a certain death. 

The city council will recon¬ 
vene on November 7,1995 at

School Board Highlights 


Governing Board Passes 
School Improvement Plans 


The Arcadia School 
Board meeting of Oct. 24 
began with a presentation 
from the Arcadia Educational 
Foundation. AEF President 
James Eberhardt presented 
$90,000 to the district for 
complete funding of the Elec¬ 
tronic Libraries of the Future 
for each elementary school. 

On the Action agenda, 
school-based coordinated 
program/school improve¬ 
ment plans were passed for 
Camino Grove and Longley 
Way Elementary Schools, as 
well as Foothills Middle 
School. School Site Councils, 
comprised of parents, teach¬ 


ers, administration and staff 
at each school collected and 
analyzed information regard¬ 
ing the schools’ programs 
and student achievement. 

The School Site Councils 
spent many weeks soliciting 
staff and parent input, select¬ 
ing areas to improve, devel¬ 
oping evaluation procedures, 
among many other ways in 
which to arrive at new plans. 
Many of these teachers and 
staff members were at the 
Governing Board meeting 
that evening to discuss the 
results of their respective ac- 
tivities. Board member 
Maryann Gibson empa¬ 
thized, “I can really appreci¬ 
ate all of the time you spent 


on this,” as several years ago 
she was involved in a similar 
project. 

Information items in¬ 
cluded a discussion on board 
policy regarding Closed 
Campus/Senior Privilege. 
AUSD has practiced a 
“closed campus” policy for 
many years, to encourage stu¬ 
dents to participate in school 
activities. “Senior Privilege” 
allows 12th graders to leave 
campus during the lunch pe¬ 
riod, a privilege that can be 
revoked at any time by the 
principal. Governing Board 
Vice President JoAnn 
Steinmeier said, “I’m satis¬ 
fied that what we’re doing is 
right,” adding that she felt 


that high school seniors had 
earned the right to leave cam¬ 
pus at lunchtime if they so 
desired. 

Another item under con¬ 
sideration is that of student 
Work Permits. This revised 
board policy places limits on 
work hours for students un¬ 
less they are involved in a 
work study program. Also, 
students are required to ob¬ 
tain work permits so as not to 
impair their educational 
progress. A school designee 
can issue a work permit only 
as allowed by law and to the 
extent that outside employ¬ 
ment does not interfere with

On Monday morning, Oct. 23, two bank robberies in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the city occurred within a very brief time 
span. However, these incidents are unrelated, says Lt. Ed¬ 
ward Ostashay of the Arcadia Police Department. 

At approximately 10:30 a.m., the first of these robber¬ 
ies took place at the Wells Fargo Bank in the 700 block of 
W. Duarte Rd. At that location, two armed men wearing 
masks and gloves held up the bank. One climbed over the 
counter to steal currency while the other man stayed with 
the customers, reportedly making them lie on the ground.

A discussion on Adminis¬ 
tration of Medication was 
also reviewed on the Infor¬ 
mation agenda.

and soft play areas with struc¬ 
tures for youngsters to climb 
in or play on, pop-jet water 
fountains and animal-shaped 
topiaries along pathways.

Jon Jerde, whose architec¬ 
tural and urban design firm is 
based in Venice, California, 
is probably best known for 
the colorful planning of the 
1984 Los Angeles Summer 
Olympics. 

The firm was also the cre¬ 
ative talent behind the place¬ 
making approach as exempli¬ 
fied by Horton Plaza, the 
catalyst for revitalizing 
downtown San Diego. It was 
behind the unique renovation 
of Fashion Island in Newport 
Beach as well. 

A more recent project is 
Santa Anita’s proposed Arts 
and Entertainment Center. To 
get a feel for this endeavor, I 
encourage you to visit the 
Community Information 
Center, located in suite #507 


of the Medical Plaza at 301 
W. Huntington Drive. 

Officially opened last 
week, the center features a 5’ 
by 7’, 40-scale (1’ = 40’) 
model of the center, offering 
an opportunity to visualize 
the entertainment center con¬ 
cept. 

In soft shades of green and 
cream, reminiscent of the 
racetrack’s exterior color 
scheme, the model conveys 
the functional and attractive 
relationships between build¬ 
ings and the site which create 
opportunities for plazas, open 
pedestrian spaces and other 
landscaping. 

The alignment of the es¬ 
planades is designed to draw 
views of the racetrack’s 
grandstand into the entertain¬ 
ment area which will be 
scaled to preserve the ambi¬ 


ance created by the striking 
grandstand facade. 

The Jerde design goal is to 
create an image that ex¬ 
presses and enhances the 
unique character and identity 
of the project side, explained 
Tom Austin, vice president of 
design and construction for 
Santa Anita Realty. 

He went on to share a Feb¬ 
ruary, 1935 copy of Califor¬ 
nia Arts and Architecture, 
which lauded Santa Anita on 
its “good design as well as 
permanence of its buildings.” 
Gordon Kaufman, A.I.A., 
was the architect who con¬ 
verted the “Lucky” Baldwin 
ranch over 60 years ago into 
one of the premier horse-rac¬ 
ing plants in the country. 

“Plans for the expansion 
project, which is proposed for 
an underutilized portion of 


the racetrack parking lot, will 
take advantage of that rich 
heritage. Building materials, 
colors and architectural ar¬ 
ticulation will be compatible 
and complementary with the 
racetrack structure,” said 
Austin. He added that variety 
within the project will be en¬ 
couraged within the general 
bounds of overall compatibil¬ 
ity. 

To view the model and to 
learn more about the pro¬ 
posed SAEC, the Community 
Information Center is open 
throughout October and No¬ 
vember on Tuesdays, 9 a.m. 
to 1 p.m., Thursdays, 5 to 7 
p.m. The Center will also be 
open on Saturday, Oct. 28 
and Nov. 4,9 a.m. to 1 p.m.

matter,” Robbins said. “The 
Santa Anita Derby has long 
been one of the country’s 
most prominent races and we 
feel this increase will make it 
even mwe appealing to own¬ 
ers and fans alike. The mil- 
lion-dollar purse puts it in 
very select company. Other 
than the Breeders’ Cup, it 
will become one of only six 
million-dollar races in the 
country.” 

The I 1/8-mile Derby, 
which will be televised na¬ 
tionally by ABC-TV for the 
16th consecutive year in 
1996, has produced nine 
Kentucky Derby champions 
and the winners of 26 Triple 
Crown races. Most promi¬ 
nent is Affirmed, who fol¬ 
lowed up his ’78 Derby vic¬ 
tory by sweeping the Triple 
Crown. 

“It’s a goal of the TOC to 
make California Thorough¬ 
bred racing more intriguing 
to the public,” said Friendly. 
“A $ I-million purse clearly 
distinguishes the Santa Anita 
Derby as the premier 3-year- 
old race prior to the Kentucky 
Derby.” 

In addition to the Derby, 
two major steppingstones to 
the race have been boosted by 
$50,000 apiece. The San 
Rafael, scheduled for Satui^ 
day, Mar. 2, will have a 
$200,000 purse, while the 
San Felipe, slated for Sunday. 
Mar. 17, will have a 
$250,000 purse. 

Early nominations for the 
Derby close Dec. 1 at $500 
each. In addition to being eli¬ 
gible to the $ I-million Santa 
Anita Derby, the $500 pay¬ 
ment will also make the 
nominee automatically eli¬ 
gible to the San Felipe Stakes 
and the San Rafael Stakes. As 
a bonus for early nomina¬ 
tions, all fees for the latter 
two races will be waived—a 
potential savings of $3,700. 


Director of Racing Tho¬ 
mas S. Robbins and Thor¬ 
oughbred Owners of Califor¬ 
nia president Ed Friendly an¬ 
nounced on Oct. 19 that the 
purse for the Santa Anita 
Derby has been raised to $1 
million. 

The Derby purse was 
boosted to $700,000 from 
$500,000 in 1995 because 
four graded stakes winners 
started. There are no such 
conditions in 19%. 

When the field goes 
postward in the Grade 1 fix¬ 
ture on Saturday, Apr. 6, 
there will be $1 million on the 
line. Santa Anita manage¬ 
ment and the TOC, who 
jointly determine purse allo¬ 
cations, worked together in 
setting the Derby purse.

“Black cats have always been a problem on Halloween, but 
other pets are also common targets for violence, ” said Steven 
McNall, Pasadena Humane Society executive director. In 
order to help stem potential abuse. The Pasadena Humane 
Society will not adopt black cats to anyone between October 
15 and November 1. 

Not only do pet owners have to worry about abuse, but 
many animals are also injured on Halloween by accident. 
Strangers or even family members dressed in costumes can 
frighten pets and cause them to become stressed and nervous. 
Usually well-behaved dogs and cats can bolt out the front door 
and get hit by a car, or bite or scratch someone out of fear. 

Halloween candy presents another hazard to pets. Choco¬ 
late can kill some pets if ingested, so give them their own treats 
instead. 

The best way to keep pets and people safe from injury on 
Halloween is to put the pets in a quiet bedroom or bathroom 
until the festivities are done for the evening.

When a consumer purchases an 
automobile and it is paid in full, th^ are 
usually presented with a “pink slip” to 
indicate they own the vehicle.

This fully protects the 
lender up to the amount of the loan balance in the event title 
problems surface in the future. Some buyers assume that 
this policy protects them, too - but this is not the case! 
Buyers must also buy a homeowner's title insurance policy, 
and smart buyers will do so, to protect their own invest¬ 
ment in the property. It a problem with title is discovered at 
a later date, it becomes the problem of the insurer, not the 
buyers.Title insurance is a one-time, low-cost expense that 
provides full protection for the buyer against future title 
claims for as long as he or she owns the property.

Once aware of cir¬ 
cumstances we can then ap¬ 
ply products of our educa¬ 
tion. It’s one thing to recog¬ 
nize a situation and it’s an¬ 
other thing to be able to do 
something about it.

Lazcano s Return 
Keys Lancer Blowout 


What a difference a year 
makes. In 1994, it was Mary 
Star 34, La Salle 14, as the 
Lancers started to wind down 
a mediocre season against the 
Sante Fe League’s first place 
team. This year. Lancer op¬ 
ponents are learning that this 
is not the same La Salle team. 

The Lancers made it a 40 
point swing, heating Mary 
Star by the same 20 points 
that last year’s team lost by. 
The Lancers have also had a 
31 point swing against 
Maranatha, and a 53 point 
turnaround over Bell-Jeff.
